W ASHINGTON, May 4— 
(IP) — Senators working on 
draft leg islation ag reed to­ 
day to restrict calls for doc­ 
tors and dentists into the 
armed services. 
Chairman Gurney (R-SD) 
told reporters after a closed- 
door meeting of the Senate 
Armed Services committee 
that problems of limiting the 
draft of medical men are de­ 
la y ing final action on the 
measure. 
He said the members are ag reed 
there must be restrictions. 
*A11 medical 
men 
cannot be 
taken from one community and 
lea ve civilians without any pro­ 
tection,” Gurney said. 
The committee is working on a 
bill that would (1) authorize a 
temporary 
draft 
of 
men 
19 
throug h 25 y ears for two y ears 
service in the armed service. (2) 
provide a one-y ear training pro­ 
g ram for some 160,000 18 -y ear- 
olds with the reg ular armed forces. 
The House Armed Services com­ 
mittee turned out a straig ht tw o- 
y ear draft bill y esterday . Speak­ 
er Martin 
(R-M ass.) 
said 
the 
House should act soon. 
Gurney said it w ill be neces­ 
sary to have a special reg istration 
for doctors. 
Senate Bill 
The Senate bill calls for reg is­ 
tration of men 18 throug h 25 but 
would allow drafting of doctors 
and dentists under ag e 46. 
The Senate committee 
ag reed 
also, Gurney said, to a revision 
of a ban ag ainst overseas service 
by the 18 -y y ar-olds 
called 
for 
one y ear training . 
“ The navy has to take them out 
on the ocean on ships to train 
them,” he said, adding that the 
revision 
probably 
w ill 
let 
the 
navy , army and air forces train 
Heen ag ers in territories and pos- 
lessions of the United States and 
adjacent islands and waters. 
“ I don’t see any reason now 
why it w ill not pass,” Martin told 
reporters. “ The committee vote 
was pretty decisive.” 
The House Armed Services com­ 
mittee approved its bill y esterday 
by a 28 -to-5 vote. 
On House Calendar Soon 
Martin said it w ill g o on the 
House calendar as soon as the 
schedule can be arrang ed.

leaders one step nearer a show­ 
down on the present three-way 
tussle among the House, Senate 
and the administration over com­ 
bining universal military training 
and the draft in a sing le bill.

Form er Sedalian 
At Medical Meeting 
In Kansas City 


Dr. O. V. Batson, son of Mrs 
J. P. Batson, 422 East Fifth street^ 
p rofessor of anatomy at the Uni­ 
v ersity of Pennsylv ania, took an 
activ e p art in discussions at a 
meeting of doctors gathered in 
p ost-graduate courses at the Uni­ 
v ersity of Kansas Medical Center 
for ear, eye, nose and throat 
M. D.s, Monday. 
An article which ap p eared in 
the Kansas City Star Monday 
night reads in p art: 
“Take surgery, for examp le, of 
that p art of the temp oral bone 
behind the ear which is full of 
air p ockets—the mastoid—and is 
dangerous to tinker with because 
of the nerv e and blood connec­ 
tions so close to the brain. 
Surgery m Necessity 
“It took a lot of detailed anato­ 
mical knowledge for the surgeon 
to go into an infected mastoid 
and break up its bone connections 
so as to make one p ocket instead 
of many, for drainage of the in­ 
fection. This was a common op er­ 
ation until sulfa drugs, p enicillin 
and strep tomycin came along. 
“These infection fighters hav e 
cut the need for mastoid surgery 
down to 5 p er cent of what it 
used to be twenty years ago, Dr. 
Oscar V. 
Batson, p rofessor of 
anatomy 
at 
the 
Univ ersity 
of 
Pennsylv ania, was saying today. 
“They’v e also dulled the need 
and sp read of knowledge about 
mastoid anatomy,” Dr. Batson, a 
nativ e of Sedalia, Mo., remarked, 
“so that now at p ost-graduate 
courses we find the p ractitioners 
eager to p ick up some ear, nose, 
and throat anatomy again.” 
“Ev ery now and then we get a 
mastoid case which resists the 
new drugs. Maybe the drugs are 
toxic to the p atient. Then we go 
back to surgery—and maybe find 
we need a stiff brush-up on some 
intricate anatomy.” 
Not Only Orna menta l 
“Sp eaking of external anatom y, 
of the ear. Dr. Batson noted that 
the ear lobe has sev eral uses 
other than for p inching or p unc­ 
turing for an ear ring. 
“A radio-tube instrum ent called 
the oximeter, attached to the ear 
lobe, now can measure the p er 
cent of oxygen in a p erson’s blood 
stream. This delicate instrument 
was used in the last war to test 
how high p ilots could fly before 
reaching 
a 
“blackout” 
oxygen 
oxygen lev el in their blood, 
“The ear lobe is serv ed by al­ 
derman’s nerv e, a branch of the 
v argus 
nerv e 
that 
serv es 
the 
stomach. Alderman’s nerv e help s 
control the blood sup p ly to the 
ear, and got its name, Dr. Batson 
sup p osed, from the fact flushed 
ear lobes often were noted in 
English aldermen generations ago 
—and aldermen were p resumed to 
¡be well fed and flush with blood 
from the good eatables of life.

Wallace Irked 
By Hecklers 
e'' 


Retort As They 
Chant “ He’s Too 
Red For Me”

COLUMBIA, Mo ., May 4—r;P)— 
Henry A. Wallace ex chang ed v er­ 
bal bla.sts Tue.sday with hecklers 
who sho uted and sang . “I Do n't 
Want Him, Yo u Can Hav e Him, 
He’s To o Red Fo r Me,” during a 
speech by the thirty -party presi­ 
dential candidate. 
Co lumbia is the ho me o f the 
Univ ersity o f Misso uri, and co lleg e 
students made up part o f the 
cro wd estimated by po lice at 5 ,- 
000. There were cries o f “we want 
Wallace’ and o ther interferences 
with speakers preceding Wallace. 
Unex plained micro pho ne tro uble 
dev elo ped. Wallace estimated the 
cro wd was o ne o f the larg est o f 
his campaig n to ur, and he said: 
“I pro po se to hav e y o u sho w 
me that the peo ple still believ e in 
the rig ht to be heard.” Immediate­ 
ly the lo udspeakers went dead. 
“I am calling o n y o u peo ple to 
ex ercise the rig ht o f free Ameri­ 
cans to free assembly and the rig ht 
to speak,” Wallace said when the 
public address sy stem was resto r­ 
ed. 
Anger Is Aroused 
The third party candidate flush­ 
ed with ang er when still later the 
chant went up, “He’s To o Red 
Fo r Me.” 
“As so o n as tho se ho o dlums are 
thro ug h with their perfo rmance 
we shall co ntinue,’ Wallace sho ut­ 
ed. 
Po inting to the 
secto r fro m 
where the disturbance was co m­ 
ing , Wallace to ld 
his listeners 
“there are peo ple rig ht there who 
preach v io lence.’ 
He challeng ed his detracto rs a 
mo ment later when he said that 
civ il rig hts in the U. S. are in 
dang er. 
“If we do no t practice demo c­ 
racy here reg ardless o f race, we 
can no t hav e any influence in the 
rest o f the wo rld,” he said. 
“No w let me hear y o u make a 
crack abo ut that.” 
There was no respo nse. 
Wallace was cheered when he 
first to o k the platfo rm, and the 
heckling so o n subsided to an o c­ 
casio nal sho ut fro m the cro wd. 
Once, when he said that it had 
been sug g ested that he is a Co m­ 
munist and he declared “it hap­ 
pens that I am no t,” so meo ne in 
the cro wd cried: 
“Well, then do n’t act like o ne.” 
In respo nse to the sho uted ques­ 
tio n o f “ho w abo ut Russia,” Wal­ 
lace said he wo uld no t enjo y ¿ree 
speech in Russia. He then turned 
o n his hecklers and accused them 
o f being “fello w trav elers” be­ 
cause they interfered 
with 
his 
speech. 


Suit Is Filed

The petitio n states that the 
plaintiffs were liv ing o n a farm 
near Mo untain View, prio r to De­ 
cember 15 , 1947, and at said time 
the defendants were liv ing and o p­ 
erating a camp and filling sta­ 
tio n a sho rt distance no rth o f Se- 
dalia o n hig hway 6 5 .
